Tbe 
bottomless box shown la the figure U 
the best mean* for this determination. 


The sand and gravel should be 


clean. The following test may be nsed 
to determine If the sand Is clean: Fill 
a glass fruit Jar one-«rjarter full of the 
sand and add cleaa water until the Jar 
Is three-quarters full. Shake well, and 


heavier parts will be separated from 
the lighter and forced to tte bottom 
of the mass. Good concrete >ls oaly 
obtained when tte stones and'gravel 
remain la contact with the mortar. 


It Is cot hard to make the forms for 


concrete tanks. la fact most any one 
caa Invent a form of his own. The 
amount of stock to be watered at the 
tank must be taken Into coaildera- 
Uoa when the size Is 'planned. Iff a 
rectangular Unk U to be nsed, the 
proper dimensions can be determined 
by consulting Table IL . 


U oftea happens that around a'stock 


tack there Is a mud hole. This caa 
be easily avoided by making a cement 
platform around the tank extending 
out six feet on all side*. 


In making the form* for the tank, 


the outside measurements ot tte In- 
side forms should be one Inch greater 
la both direction* than the outside 
dimensions of the tank. This Is neces- 
sary to avoid the possibility of any 
part ot the tank b«lng supported by 
the floor proper. Tte outer edge ot 
the floor should be one" loch lower 
thin the edge surrounding the space 
to be occupied by the tank. This pro-
